1 . This is a national stage application of PCT/EP04/1 1004. Claims 19-37 are pending in the 
instant application. Claims 1-18 were cancelled by preliminary amendment filed on March 29, 
2006. 

2. The restriction requirement dated October 10, 2007 is withdrawn . 

Election/Restrictions 

3. Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which are not 
so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a 
single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

I. Group I, claim(s) 19-32 drawn to products of Formula I wherein R^-R^ are 
noncyclic and are not further substituted with cyclic structures. Further election 
of a single compound is required. 

II. Group I, claim(s) 19-32 drawn to products of Formula I not covered by Group I. 
Further election of a single compound is required. 

III. Group III, claim(s) 33-37 drawn to process of using products of Group 1. Further 
election of a single compound is required.
